•‘THEM PICTKKS." 

Mr. T. A. Huffman has on exhibition in 
his office two or three wonderful produc¬ 
tions of paint and brush. A great many 
people have called during the week to in¬ 
spect them, and all are loud in their praises 
of the genius of the artist. Our art critic 
is on the sick list this week, (he drove a 
tack in his thumb while nailing down his 
mother-in-law’s carpet), and we are therefore 
obliged to dispense with his services and 
perform the delicate task of criticizing the 
aforesaid “picters” ourselves. We hope our 
readers will pardon us if they notice any 
slight inaccuracies in our use of art parlance. ■ 
In the first place the pictures are too small 
for general use. They were evidently not 
intended to be hung up in any common 
room, being of slight, aristocratic build— 
probably intended for the White House or 
Westminster, The finest one of the group 
is undoubtedly the “Sun set,” but its glar¬ 
ing brilliancy is so dazzling that one gener- 
ally prefers a rear view—it is less hurtful to 
the eyes. This excellent representation of 
old Sol’s transcendent effulgence is painted 
(in water colors, we presume) on a pear 
shaped piece of pasteboard which probably j 
had seen active service as the side of a tally i 
box. The colors—well, here we are all at J 
fault. Our pen is dumb, yea, thrice dumb, 1 
for want of words to describe the exquisite 1 
pathos and wildly bewitching charm of that I 
conglomeration of colors. It must be seen i 
to be appreciated. No. 2 shows a sectional 1 
view of a house—at least, we suppose it’s a 
house. Now, this house is a very peculiar 
one. It somewhat resembles the leaning 
tower of Pisa in its astonishing disregard for ; 
perpendicularity, while its whole build 
shows an utter lack of ability on the part of 
the contractor. But the artist very gener¬ 
ously overlooked many little irregularities 
which might tend to detract from the ccn 
tractor’s reputation as a master-builder, and 
consequently, though the structure is not a 
model residence by any means, its condition 
is greatly improved. The last, but not 
least, is supposed to represent a beautiful 
exotic of most delicate construction, And 
it conveys the idea intended--if you look at j 
it in the right light.

C- P. K. Exhibition Car. 

The (J. P. R. Co’y have fitted up a car 
containing exhibits from Manitoba, and are 
sending it for free exhibition all through 
Canada. The car was at Napauee from 
Friday until Saturday morning last and was 
visited by hundreds. It is built after the 
design of the Pullmans, the exhibits being 
arranged on stands on either'side, while the 
roof is literally thatched with grniu aud 
grasses. Among the grains we noticed 
samples of No. 1 hard red fyfe wheat, weigh 
ing GG lbs. to the bushel ; white fyfe, w hite 
potato oats, weighing 48 lbs. t<f the bushel ; 
two and six row barley weighing lbs. to 
the bushel, also black, white aud brow n 
hulless barley averaging GOlbs. to the bushel. 
These samples were enough to gladden tiie 
heart of any Canadian, to think that wo had 
a country capable of producing such grain. 
Then there weie peas both white and black, 
and flax seed with various articles manufac¬ 
tured from it, including linseed oil and oil 
cake. This oil cake is used very extensive¬ 
ly for fattening cattle in the North West, 
and the manufacture ot it has recently been 
been added to the list of industries in 
Winnipeg. Among the samples of flax seed 
shown us was one grown on the larm of 
Mr. Donald Fraser, formerly of Ernesttown 
A head of oats 24$ inches long was shown 
us, and a stocl showing G,000 grains as the 
result from one grain. Fifty-three varieties 
of native grass were shown, varying in 
length from 9 inches to 9 feet 4 inches, all 
but two being nutritious. A groat variety 
ot vegetables were exhibited, including 
twenty different kinds of potatoes. Any one 
of the potatoes show n would make a good 
meal for a family of five. Cultivated and 
wild fruits of an extraordinary sue : coal 
from the Galt mines near Fort McLeod ; 
copper ore from the Bow river ; free stone 
from Ca'garry, and many other exhibits 
convince us that there is a yet great future 
for the North-West. The Co. have shown 
commendable enterprise in thus advertising 
Western Canada. Over GOO bush, ot seed 
grain HaVe already been givcu away at ths 
car. Parties who had not an opportunity of 
visiting the car, can see samples of the wheat 
and oats by calling at Ti^k Exi’Kek* office.

Plowing. 

Farmers, as a general mle, says eoe ef 
them in a reoent Utter, do mot take pains 
enough with this part el their farm work. 

I am oonvtnoed that I oaa get 
cash from an acre that Is well plowed than 
I oan from an acre that is only hall plowed. 

What I me a n by half plowed is where It Is 
plowed by guess, deep here and shallow 
there, wide furrow here and a narrow one 
there, with the farrows standing on edge or 
tamed over Tory flat. We oan do good 
plowing just as easily and just as fast as we 
nan hog it orer. 

The first thing In good plowing U to oem 
meooe right. In marking oat a bed I nse 
two stakes, one at the opposite end of the 
field from whloh I begin to plow and the 
ether about eight rods from this toward the 
end where I begin. Get the stakes in line 
with the farrow where yon start, and then 
take some. object away beyond the first 
stake yon set in exact line with the stakes 
and furrow where yon begin, and then go 
ahead with the plow until yoa oome to the 
first stake. Step and take the stake down 
and lay It to one side oat ef the way, and 
then go ahead again, taking the end stake 
and the objoot beyond for your guide. In 
plowing the first twe times around set your 
plow-wheel so as net to plow more than 4J 
inches deep. After yea hare gone thus far 
raise year wheel so m to plow the depth 
yoa arish to hays your plowing done. Bv 
doing as I have described we aveld the high 
back farrow we would have If we plowed 
the first twe times aroand as deep as we 
do the rest of the bed. 

In plowing the first two farrows (the first 
tftms aroand) wo have two essential things 
to look after. First, te do oar plowing 
straight ; second, to turn the farrows over 
In good shops, and have the edges of the ^“emay ^expectedtcTarrivo at and depart 
farrows meet and set firmly together. This from the several stations; kn|,mthepnnctnal- 
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Lseued from any station on the 
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to go and return by any regular train on date 
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will prevent the grass from growing up be 
tween the furrows to a great extent. Now 
we can go ahead and finish up our bed. Be 
sore to keep the furrows straght and the 
same width the entire length of the field, 
If yon hold vour plow firm and steady your 
farrows will be as straight as a line. Keep 
your beds the same width at both ends of 
the field, and then when we oome to finish 
we have only one farrow the entire length 
of the field to turn out. This, I think, is 
much better than to have one end finished 
and from one to five furrows on the other 
end to torn eat yet. Right here I would 
like to say a word which I consider very 
Important In doing a good job of plowing. 
It is this : I consider it very essential that 
the driver and team understand each other 
pretty well* If you have a good, strong, 
well-kept team, and one that is steady and 
true to pull, I see no reason why we can't 
do our plowing In a workmanlike manner. 

Sowing Grass Seed* 

The amount of seed required for an acre 
of ground Intended for grass cannot be pro¬ 
perly estimated, although most farmers sow 
a given quantity every year without giving 
proper consideration to the quality of the 
seeds or the condition of the soil. The loll 
may bo in exoellent condition to-day for 
seed, but may require double the quantity 
&l seeds in two or three days after. In the 
first plaoe, seed will not germinate unless 
the proper conditions are favorable for ao 
doing. When the ground is hard, as Is 
sometimes the oase when grass seed is town 
upon growing grain, there are a great maDy 
ohanoes against the seed. Biros eat muon 
of it, while a large portion e! it rots on the 
surface. In soon oases a large quantity of 
seed Is neoessary. Many of the poor

When grain is sown in the spring the grass 
seed should be sown at the same time, in 
order that both may have the advantage of 
thorough preparation of the soil, and less 
•eed will then be required. Even a ‘'brush¬ 
ing ” of the field alter sowing grass seed is 
better than simply scattering It on the sur¬ 
face, It la not too late for seed yet, nor 
should the opportunities be thrown away of 
taking advantage of the spring rains. In 
sowing see<? de not trust entirely to the 
roller, and there will be a better ohanoe ef 
the seed germinating.

When tho oorps changed quarters the goose 
went with them, and when the Uhlans wsnt 
to fight for thsir oountry the desolate crea¬ 
ture took up for a time with a battalion of 
infantry, bnt no sooner did the first Uhlans 
enter the town than the goose marshed out 
to meet them, and went with them to her 
eld quarters. Slnoe her death she has been 
stuffed, and is to be seen in a glass case on 
tbe gate of the barracks of Stuttgart, 

Mrs. Prudsnoe Crandall Phillog, now liv¬ 
ing in a “ three-room pioneer box house” at 
Elk Falls, Kan., who has just been compen¬ 
sated by the Connecticut Assembly with an 
annuity of $400 for outrages sustained 53 
years ago when she was driven out of a Con¬ 
necticut town for keeping a school for nergo 
girls, has written a grateful letter of thanks 
for the relief at last afforded. She Is nnder 
espedal obligatieus to the press and to pro¬ 
gressive persons who petitioned in her be¬ 
half as well as to the Legislature, and notes 
the change in Connecticut sentiment as fol¬ 
lows : “ In 1833, when the law was passed 
by which my life prospects were destroyed

•mall hole bored through the bulkhead to al¬ 
low a telegraph wire to ran from tho forward 
steering wheel to the after one, and it was 
four hours before the mats was returned to 
oonsoloniuese. The seoood offioer, whose 
reom was abaft the mate's with a similar 
aperture in the bulkhead, was also onoeu* 
soicut. The vessel was then 700 milee east 
of Newfoundland. 

When the full extent of the danger was 
made known to Captain Stannard, ho at 
onoe ordered all the openings described to 
be olosed np end tho hatches battened down. 
The ship is divided into four water-tight 
oompattmente, with iron bulkheads separat¬ 
ing them. That one where the fire was lo¬ 
cated was about forty feet long, and reaoh- 
ed from the upper deok to tho keelson. 
There were stowed bales of jets, carpets, 
paper stook and burlap, and C iptaln Stan¬ 
nard rightly oonoluded it to be useless to 
attempt to distinguish thf fire with water. 
The smoke from the smoldering mass per¬ 
meated every oorner of the vessel and made 
It impossible for the men to remain below 
deoks. Several of them were prostrated 
during the passage and had to be oared for 
in the engine room, 

A consultation of the officers was held, 
and all bnt the ooptaln thought it advisable 
to make for S;. John's or Halifax. Some 
dissatisfaction was expressed when Captain 
Stannard made op his mind that he would 
briDg the vessel to New York. 

Tho succeeding ten days and nights were 
filled with apprehension. The decks are of 
iron covered with wood, and it was feared 
that before reaching pert the heat would 
force its way upward to the deok and give 
vent te the smoldering flames. Both fore 
and aft bulkheads of the oonpartment con 
talning the fire, it was feared, would give 
way, and then the flames would have a clean 
•weep fore and aft. But with a steady oonr- 
age and admirable ooolness the captain con¬ 
tinued on his coarse and quieted the fear of 
hli crew, 

*< I have been at sea many years and have 
suffered shipwreck,” he said, “but never 
was I placed in so terrible a position as on 
this passage. Sailors oan fight all the ele¬ 
ments exoept fire. In a gale of wind, so oc¬ 
cupied are the orew with their duties that 
they hive bat little time to think of danger, 
but in this case all know their fearful peril." 

The consignees are mnoh pleased with the 
manner in which Captain Stannard acted, 
and say that to his determination Is due the 
safe arrival of the ship. The damage to the 
cargo is said to be in the neighborhood of 
$10,000, mostly covered by insurance

Should any of the freemen 
desire to marry during the next year, he 
has to pay to the stewards “a marriage 
a hilling,’* and should he negleot to do this

44 It Is made from the tonca bean, which 
contains a drug called mellolotis, a dead¬ 
ly poison, seven grains being stfticlent to 
kill a dog. It has become quite an article 
of commerce, and is extensively osed in 
the manufacture ot cigarettes.” 

“ Does the paper wrapper of a cigarette 
add a great deal to its iejuriousneia ?” 

“ Certainly. There are three sorts of 
paper in oommon use, made respectively 
from cotton, from linen rags and from 
rioe straw. Cotton paper is made chiefly 
in Trieste, Austria, and the linen and 
rice-paper in Paris. 

“ The first, manufactured from the 
filthy scrapings of ragpickers, is bought in 
large quantities by the manufacturers, 
who turn it into a palp, and subject It 
to a bleaching process to make it present¬ 
able. 

44 The lime and other substances used 
in bleaching have a very harmful influ¬ 
ence upon the membrane of the throat 
and nose. 

44 Cotton-paper is so cheap that a thou¬ 
sand cigarettes can be wrapped at cost of 
only two cents. Rice paper is rather ex¬ 
pensive. Tobacconlzed paper is manu¬ 
factured.

“ J* t* * 1 ® common paper saturated 
with tobacco in such a way as to imitate 
the veins of the tobacco leaf very neatly, 
it Is used in making all-tobacco cigar¬ 
ettes. Arsenical preparations are also 
used in bleaching cigarette-papers, and 
oil of creosote is produced naturally as a 

consequence of combustion. The latter 

is very injurious to the throat and lungs, 
and is saia to accelerate the development 
of consumption In any one predisposed to 
the disease.”

ANECDOTE3 OF GEEAT MEN. 

BY THE REV W 8. BLACKSTOOK. 

Thomas Carlyle is another of those char 
seters of whom it is not easy to make flue 
gentlemen. He bad more irritability, though 
perhaps less feroolty, than Johnson ; and, in 
some of his moods, was, I suspect, not an 
altogether amiable companion. The dys¬ 
peptic stomaoh, no doubt, was respeniioie 
for much ef his irascibility. But without 
that disordered part of his internal economy, 
against which he enveighed so bitterly, he 
would not have been the nnique figure in 
literary history that be really U. If it be, 
true that even iu things evil there Is a soul 
good, it is not improbable that even to this 
diseased organ which inflicted so much tor¬ 
ture upon its unfortunate possessor, the 
readers of bis works are indebted for a good 
deal of their elge, and point, and firey 
energy. A mao who Is habitually in the 
conuition of one who has breakfasted or 
dined upon pen knives or razors, especially 
with the bia’n of such a one as Thomas 
Carlyle, whether he pay very minute at¬ 
tention to the graces of style or not, is 
snre to say sharp things at least. 

And this, by tho way, raises an interest¬ 
ing physiologica-psyohologlcal question : 
this, namely, whether a diseased gastric 
apparatns is not a positive advantage, if not 
a neoeasity, to men, like Tnomas Carlyle, 
who deem it their special mission into the 
world to deteot and expose cheats and 
shams. This, we know, Sidney Smith re¬ 
garded as his special function ; but, though 
he succeeded after a fashion, no one can tell 
how much more effectively he might have 
fulfilled his mltsioD, if instead cf being a 
bon vivant, he had been condemned to len¬ 
ten fare perpetually, by a chronically dis¬ 
ordered stomach. Whether it would have 
given him greater clearness of vision, and 
enabled him to discern more oltarly be¬ 
tween the evil and the good or not, it weald 
doubtless have enabled him to apply the 
knontwitb more stinging effect to the back 
of unfortunate transgressors. 

Poor Tom l be appeared upon this planet 
as one bora out of due time. Whether he 
knew the people of his own generation or 
not, it is evident that they did not know 
him. I antpect, indeed, that they were 
mnohmore at a loss to understand him 
than he was to noderstand them. Nothing 
is more amaBing than the attempts of some 
of his lilipntiaD oritios to assign him his 
proper place among men. One of them, 
writing in a first-class American newspaper, 
thirty years ago, alluding to the complaint 
of some ene else that he was neither a Chris¬ 
tian nor a gentleman, said, he made no pre¬ 
tention to being either the one or the other 
of these, but simply a heathen and a devil- 
worshipper 1 

And yet, Thomas Carlyle was not only 
the greatest Scotchman probably that has 
hitherto appeared, but one of the most 
highly gifted beings that trod the earth 
during his lifetime. The last of the Cynics, 
he was a worthy successor to Diogenes. 
With an eye qulok to detect genuine man¬ 
hood, whenever it might be found, he oould 
not be induoed to accept every u forked 
radish with a curiously curved head how¬ 
ever fastidiously and elaborately clothed,” 
as a fitting representative of the genus homo 
He had a profounder insigat of the 
“ science of clothes,” and of the religion of 
the 44 Dandaioal Sect ” than any of his con¬ 
temporaries ; and, should the race survive 
for any considerable length of time, and its 
progress should be upward, the probability 
is, that “ Sartor Resartua ” will be read 
with more thorough appreciation In the 

■ria«v ana* tn nnm* thtn it Ifl it DrMfi&t. 


correctness, that, “upon the whole, a truer, 
more right-hearted Englishman never oxiit 
ed.” 44 Wherever yon see a line of his 
own writing, yon may be sure to find noth¬ 
ing but truth there.” Then, speaking of 
the wretohed mistakes which different 
ages make oonoeruing their greatest, be 
•til: 41 Why the Jews took Jesus fur a 
■ooundrel, and thought all that they oould 
do with Him was to nail Him up on a gal¬ 
lows Ah, that v a i bad business j to fls 
returned to Heaven, and they go wandering 
about the streets buying old olothes.” • 

This was in 1844. In 1846 Caroline Fax 
visited Carlyle, and »ound him thin bat 
well, and recovering from the torment of 
tho sixty new Cromwell letter! ; and with 
a grim determination to not take in any 
more fresh ones on any terms. But evident¬ 
ly he was pssseseed of the spirit of his sub- 
jtfot. And we are not surprised to find 
that the year following he was not writing, 
but resting, reading English history, and 
disagreeing with the age. Blessings on him 1 
I have great respect for a man who. when 
he forms his opinions ai the result of large 
reading, careful study, and profound 
thought, dares to differ from the age. It is 
easy t:> swim with the ourrent, and to ran 
with the multitude ; it U easy to re-echo 
the sentiments of the chattering crowd, and 
to conoiliate those whom we flatter, but 
the multitude—not over wise at any time— 
need to be instructed as well as flattered ; 
and when a real man appears on the soene, 
if he is true to his mission, he will find 
more serious work to do than offering in¬ 
cense to the multitude, or singing pe&ns to 
the age. 


The Most Northerly Eailway in the World. 

In the report of Consul General Mitohell 
on the trade of Norway, it Is stated that 
the Ofoten Lnlea Railway, which will, when 
completed, greatly influence the fntnre of 
the iron trade of Europe, was commenced 
last summer at Lulea, on the Gulf of Bosnia, 
and has made very ocntiderable progress. 
The contractors confidently expect to have 
the first section, Lulea-Gellivara (one-third 
of the entire railway), completed and open¬ 
ed for traffic by the end of 18S6. The com¬ 
mon c ament of work at the Norwegian ter¬ 
minus has been delayed a year, in oonse- 
queues of a disagreement as to the site of 
the terminus at O.'oten, necessitating fresh 
surveys being made. These have now been 
completed, and the plans, eta , of the Nor¬ 
wegian portion of the line deposited with 
the Norwegian Government, upon the ap 
proval of which work at Ofeten will be com¬ 
menced. The site chosen for the terminus 
at Ofoten is on the west shore of Narvfg 
Bay, a commodious and well-shelterd na¬ 
tural harb or at the bottom of the Oloten 
fjord and within a few hours steam of the 
famous Lofoten ood fisheries. On account 
of the influences of the gulf stream, the Oio- 
ten ford is navigable throughout the year. 
The length of the Norwegian section of the 
line is only 28 miles. It will cross the 
Kolen Mountains, at the frontier at an ele¬ 
vation of 1,600 feet above sea level. Ou the 
Norwegian side the country is very wi'd 
and mountainous, but the engineers antici¬ 
pate no difficulties of an nnasnal nature 
either as regards the nature of the country, 
the severe climate, or the snow. This rail¬ 
way, when finished, will be the most norther¬ 
ly railway in the world. 

The railway is being built by English en¬ 
gineers, contractors for the Northern of 
Europs Railway Company (Limited), which 
was formed in London in 18S3, with an 
authorized capital of £1,500,000 in shares, 
and £1,500,000 in debentures. The railway 
has been most favorably regarded in Scan¬ 
dinavia. exoeDtbv the Swedish iron masters.

is, that 44 Sartor Resartus 11 will be read 
with more thorough appreciation in the 
wiser ages to oome than it la at preeent. 

It was a somewhat oynloal estimate of the 
character of his oountrymen that Carlyle 
made wheu he described Great Britain 
as a country of twenty-throe millions of In¬ 
habitants, more or lest, mostly fools. Bat, 
though he may have been mistaken in his 
judgement, this at least is \o bs said in his 
favour, he possesses the oonrage of his oon- 
t lotions. And this, In an age of whioh dem- 
agoglsm is the besetting sin, and the modern 
hydra, the many-headed monster, is the ob¬ 
ject of iuoh unstinted adulation, is no 
small virtue, He did not believe in Schwar- 
merci , the government of the world by 44 1 le 
count of heads,” and he had the oonrage to 
say so. 

Carlyle, like most great men, eepsoially 
such of them as have their natures pervaded 
by the poetic and humorous element, oan 
only bo understood and appreciated by snoh 
as have some of the same ingredients in 
their own composition. Like some others of 
the best things in literature his works must 
be read between the lines, If their deep earn¬ 
estness and pathos are to be perceived. In 
a letter to a friend, written while he was 
engaged in writing 44 Past and Present,” he 
affirms that his work made him 41 sad and 
sickly.” Tnat wbrk was not written con 
amove , bnt of necessity. He was goaded to it 
by a voice whioh coaid not be silenced or 
gaimayed, One who knew the feeling with 
whioh he wrote, a personal friend and oorrea- 
pon dent, says of this particular work: 44 Ter¬ 
rible as it is to him to prpnounoo the words 
that he dees, he feels that these and no others 
are given him to speak ; he sees some twent- 
ty thousand in pauper bastilles looking for 
a Voice, inarticulately beseeching, 4 Speak 
for us/ and oan he be silent ?” 

And when this disagreeable task had beeu 
performed, the seer was not at rest, for he 
felt that more work of the same sorb was 
waiting to be done. After the publication 
of 44 Past and Present,” Jobn Sterling, his 
intimate bosom friend, said : “Carlyle does 
not seom quito happy ; though he has blown 
so loud a blast, and though it has awakened 
so many deep echoes In the hearts of 
thoughtful men ; there are other trumpets 
to sound before Truth can get itself reoog 
nlzed, even by those who have crone far.” 

The “Life of Cromwell” is thought by the 
critics to be Carlyle's chef d oeuvre; bnt, like 
all best things, it cost an immense deal of la¬ 
bour and suffering. In a letter to Caroline 
Fox, he says : “I am about writing upon Oli¬ 
ver Cromwell—still about it; for the thing 
will not stir from the spot, let me shove it 
never so desperately! It approaches the 
impossible, this task of mine, more nearly 
than any task I ever had. How awaken 
an oblivious world Incognizant of Crom¬ 
wells, all inoredulous of such; how resus¬ 
citate a hero sunk under the disastrous 
wrecks of two such centuries aa lie dead on 
him ?” Caroline called on him tour months 
after thiB, and still found him ill at ease. 
44 He groaned over Oliver Cromwell, for his 
progress in that memorial is slow and pain¬ 
ful ; all that had been said or written lr his 
favor had been destroyed or ignored when 
Charles II. came to reign; as a Calvinistio 
Christian he was despised; and as a ruler 
and regicide he was hated ; the people would 
not forgive him for having seemed to de¬ 
ceive them, and se, they dug up his body 
and hanged it at Tybu m., and have been tell 
ing the most abominable lies about him ever 
since ; lately there has been som9 better 
feeling, but the case is still very bad.” 

He felt that in his attempt to pat things 
right, and so put Oliver in a true light be¬ 
fore mankind, It was Carlyle against the 
world. And yet the stubborn and hard 
headed Scotchman not only maintained his 
opinion, bnt went far toward proving its

The New Gold Mines in Asia. 

The new gold mines discovered In the 
valley of the Djolgute river are called New 
California. The valley is upon the Chinese 
bank of Amoor, opposite the Russian col¬ 
ony of Tgaachino, and as the soil is very 
marshy, and there is no roads it is only ac¬ 
cessible in the winter. Gold was first dls* 
covered there in May, 1884, and it soon at¬ 
tracted a great many adventurers, the earli¬ 
est comers being Russian deserters and es¬ 
caped convicts from Siberia, and by the 
month of January in last year there was a 
colony of 9,000 Russians, the total having 
been very much Increased since, while there 
are also about 6,500 Cnlnese and 150 adven¬ 
turers of different nationalities, the last 
named of whom have joined the Russians, 
the organization of the colony belDg alto¬ 
gether Russian. 

The goldfindari are divided into 722 small 
groups of workmen, all of whom are abso¬ 
lutely equal. These groups eleot twelve 
elders, who did not work themselves, but 
superintend the diggings, and receive a sa¬ 
lary of 200 roubles a month. They are se¬ 
lected from among the dealers in gold and 
tavern keepers, and form a sort of district 
police oorps. They do not meet with any 
interference from the Chinese authorities in 
this remote vailey, the laws of whioh are 
very simple but severe, the penalty of death 
being inflicted for oheating at play, for 
adulterating the gold dust, or for theft; 
while flogging is ioflioted for drunkenness 
during the hours of labor or for bringing 
females into the ooleny. 

Since the foundation of the colony there 
have been only three murders and two In 
filotions of the death penalty ; a Russian i 
having been hung for adulterating the gold I 
dust, and a Jew flegged to death for having j 
spread false news as to the approach of a j 
body of Russian troops, hoping thereby to I 
send dowu tho price of gold owing to the 1 
panic. There are twenty-seven taverns in 
the oolony, and, owing to the oompetition, j 
the prices are not high, exoepfc for spirits. < 
The gold fields which are twenty-five miles in 
length by three miles broad, are said to be 
very rich, and 7 pounds of gold are obtained 
from 32 cwt. of gravel, even with the primi 
tive mode of washing adopted there.

How the Act is Received by the Feople 

--Hotel-keepers Raise their Rates. 

—“ The Scott Act V' “The Soott Act ! !” 

_Well, the Scott Act is really in force, 

and we are still alive. Dry, of course, but 
still able to eat three square meals a day, 
even if the price has been raised. 

—The action of the local hotel-keepers in 
charging for shed room, and raising the price 
of meals has been subjected to sharp criti¬ 
cism, and we think unjustly so. Every man 
using an hotel shed or barn has a right to 
pay for the accommodation. Heretofore the 
poor man who drank the whiskev paid in 
that way for the privilege of free sheds be¬ 
ing granted to his temperate neighbor. It 
was a wrong principle and we are glad that 
it is changed. Let eve?y man pay for the 
accommodation that he gets; in other words, 
let every man pay his own way. 

—The same reasoning applies to the ques 
tion of meals. It the man who drank whis-, 
key had to help pay for meals furnished at 
twenty-tive cents when they were worth 
thirty-five, the principle was wrong. 

—If meals could be furnished at twenty 
five cents each before the 1st May, they can 
be now, though we belive the price now 
charged is not an unreasonable one, especial 
ly for dinner. 

—One of our hotels took in $10 fees for 
shed accommodations on Saturday. 

—“ The d.-outh struck us early ” is the 
way one individual announced the incoming 
of the Scott Act. 

—A week ago Saturday one of our hotel 
men had forty-eight for dinner ; last Satur¬ 
day only ten. 

—A couple of drunks on Monday attract¬ 
ed a good deal of attention. Where did they 
get their liquor ? 

—The increase in hotel prices booms Mr. 
Morris’ restaurant, where dinner can be se¬ 
cured tor 25c. His tables are filled. • 

—Last Saturday horsea could be seen tied 
to telegraph poles or any other available 
stand point. It was far cheaper than going 
into an hotel shed. 

—We understand the subject of erecting 
sheds tor the free accommodation of farmers 
teams has been mooted by some merchants. 
This would certainly convenience the far¬ 
mers. 

—The schooner Nellie Hunter conveyed 
the stock and household furniture of Mr. W. 
K. Pruyn to Trenton Monday night. She 
was tw*d OWt Pf the river by the s^amer 
“Reiudfcer.” 

—John Oant A Co. have closed up their 
store on John-st. None of the hotels have 
quit business yet. It is hard to say, how¬ 
ever, how long some will be able to keep 
their heads above water. 

—The hotel keepers have made a change 
of rates all around. Meals may now be had 
for 35c ; shed accommodation for a single rig, 
10:.; barn accommodation for a team, 25c.; 
with hay, 40c.; with hay and oats, 50c. 

—The inauguration of the Act was an¬ 
nounced Saturdav morning by a couple of 
“ Italians from Cork,” who went about 
town squeezing the most doleful strains im¬ 
aginable from Irish bagpipes. The music (?) 
was certainly dry, 

—Hard cider is an effectual antidote for 
too much Soott Act.

The Act has 
been in force in twenty-seven places in the 
Maritime Provinces, twelve in Ontario, 
three in Quebec, and two in Manitoba, and 
is therefore now in operation in sixty-three 
of the counties and cities of the Dominion. 

_The Act came into full force at Guelph 

on Saturday. All the hotels closed, and 
farmers coming into the city were unable to 
get stabling for their teams. Commercial men 
could not secure accommodation. The con¬ 
tents of the Royal Hotel, which has hereto¬ 
fore been one of the oldest and most notable 
of Western Canada hostelries, haa been sold. 
Both the proprietors will leave Guelph. 
Thomas Watts, of the Wellington House 
has closed his place. The City Motet has 
also gone under the hammer. John A. 
Woods, one of the largest merchants, has 
given up business and will remove to Park- 

dale. ___

The annual meeting of the Mechanics 
Institute Board of Management was held in 
in the Town Hall Monday evening, with 
an attendeDce of about fifty persons. The 
Treasurer’s statement was presented and 
adopted.

The Librarian’s report was then read, re¬ 
porting the number 0 1 books on the cat¬ 
alogue at 1293, with a total issue during the 
year of 3340, an increase of 200 per cent, 
over 1885. Although the number of books 
drawn from class C (fiction) predominated 
largely over that of ocher classes, there was 
an sBcpuraging increase in- the demand for 
books of history, biography, aud tiavela and 
adventures, especially among the boys. 
The magazines were circulated to the satit* 
faction of the membership.

The Princess Louise also attended the open¬ 
ing. The gay court dresses aud the glitter¬ 
ing uniforms of the British officers present 
combined to make a magnificent spectacle. 
Judging from the appearance of the exhibits 
already iu place the exhibition will prove a 
derided success. 

The Queen was repeatedly cheered most 
heartily and seemed delighted at the loyal 
reception accorded her. Her Majesty and 
the Prince of Wales were presented with 
handsomely bound copies of the catalogue 
of Canadian exhibits, the Prince expressing 
his intention of spending considerable time 
in the Canadian court later on. Canada's 
exhibit does credit to her, and no doubt will 
help dispel the ‘eternal snow and ice’ delu¬ 
sions which seem to fill the minds of a ma¬ 
jority of old country people. 

To an interested observer of the political

According to the best authority it means 
that one cannot sell anything to a person 
and then give or convey to him any spirit- 
ous liquors. This effectually squelches the 
old scheme ot selling oranges, etc., for 25c. 
each and afterwards giving the purchaser a 
sly pull at the flask, 

—A young man from a distance arrived 
in Xapanee Saturday morning, totally un¬ 
aware of the fact that the Soott Act was in 
force here. Ho was accordingly obliged to 
go to Deseronto in order to get 44 full.” This 
he did at the latter place in trne Parisian 
style, and missed the evening train in con¬ 
sequence. Had he not been offered a ride 
to Napanee by a friendly acquaintance, he 
would have been compelled to 44 Sunday 
over ” at Deseronto.

The treater winked, the bar tender laughed 
and the boys “srrvied again.” 

—This .increase of rates for shed and barn 
; accommodation took the farmers by surprise, 
no such movement having been expected 
In order to strictly enfore their demands 
' two of the hotel yards were stoutly barri¬ 
caded with rope netting, no entrauce being 
roa-ible withe ut the ticket of admission. A 


The report recommended the amendment of 
the constitution iu accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the new Act regulating 
Mechanics' Institutes. The assets of the 
Institute were estimated at $l,55S.4i 
excess ft the liabilities. In conclusion t\* 
report appealed strongly to the membership 
for further and continued support. Ths 
reports were adopted unanimously. 

The election of officers tor the ensuing year 
then took place. The board of management 
wan reduced (in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the new law) by doing away with 
a 2nd vice-president, and reducing the num¬ 
ber of Directors from 9 to 5, The follow¬ 
ing officers were elected by acclamation : 
Pres., Jas. E. Herring; Vice PresV, J. B. 
McGuin ; Sec., W. C. Scott ; Treas., J. 
Ferguson ; Directors,—L. McGoun, Jas. 
Taylor, J. J. Taylor, W. N. Doller, P. 
Slaven. Votes of thauks were passed 
to the President and Secretary. The date 
of holding the annual meeting was changed 
to the first Monday in May, after which the 
meeting adjourned. 

Deseronto’s Deformities. 

—A truly deplorable state of affairs ex 
ist in Deseionto—according to the Tribune. 
In the last issue of that journal we notice 
that, 44 there is an ugly crack in the small 
bridge on the boundary road just near the 
slash road, which should be attended to 
at once by the proper authorities or an ac¬ 
cident will surely result.” We also observe 
that there are some “unsightly pools of 
water and mud in front of the post office,” 
and that an 4 ‘example will be made of some 
boys and men who are in the habit of tear¬ 
ing down bills and posters.” The Tribune 
calls attention to the fact that 44 a number 
of Deseronto men and'boys, without having 
the fear of the law before their eyes, oc 
p.upied the greater part of last Sunday by 
shooting musk-rats from the bridge on the 
Slosh Road. It might be to the interest of 
our worthyChief of Police to extend his ram¬ 
bles in that direction next Sabbath.” The 
following paragraph caps the climax:— 
“Rumours of shocking depravity in a family 
not far from this village have reached qur 
ears, and if the scandal continues we shall 
feel it our duty to make a public statement 
in the interest of justioe and public morality” 
Deseronto truly is a most moral town. The 
Tribune is evidently determined to Chris¬ 
tianize and civilize the inhabitants. 


Presenting The Medals. 

Saturday forenoon the members of “A” 
Battery and the 14th P. VV. 0. Rifles were 
presented with North West Rebellion 
medals at the Tete-du-Pont barracks, King¬ 
ston. Mrs. Lieut-Col Cotton pinnned the 
medals to the left breasts ot the winners 
coats. The medals depended from a blue 
and red ribbon, and were without clasps. 
The trophies were won by 32 members of 
“A” Battery and 2 gunners from the 
Halifax Garrison Artillery. Mrs. Lieut Col. 
Viliiers presented medals to 9 members of 
the 14th P. W. 0. Rifles. The balance of 
the 107 medals received by “A” Battery 
were given to the men previous to their dis 
charge, while 32 of them will be despatched 
to Moose Jaw.

tion, “Victoria Regina et Imperatrix.” The 
other side bears a wreath of maple leaves 
surrounding “North-West, 1883, Canada.” 
The men have to get their names engraved 
on the medals at their own expense.

When Captain Djneily fell back with his 
little force on the main body of his regiment, 
carrying his wounded and the captured 
Egyptian battery, he received some praise 
from the colonel for the success which had 
attended his reconnaisauoe, and upon his 
representations and at his request Pat Mon- 
ago an was given a corporate chevrons on 
the spot.

By midnight the British vanguard, con¬ 
sisting of general Graham’s brigade of 1.800 
bayonets, a Bengal lance regiment and our 
friends, the Irish dragoons, were at Khassas- 
sin, with their nearest supports half a dcz?n 
miles in their rear and the slow moving 
guards just as far to the rear of them again. 

The British van had thus accomplished a 
quarter of the distance to Cairo with no loss 
at all to speak of, but now intelligence was 
gathered that at Tel-el-Kebir, some dozen 
miles in advanoe of them, Arabl Pasha had 
formed a perfect desert Gibraltar, with three 
lines of defenses, all defended by heavy bat¬ 
teries of Krnpp guns, and that there he had 
displayed the green standard of the prophet 
and had called together the ulemas to bless 
his cannon and his cause, all this that his 
soldiery might be brought to consider defeat 
impossible.

Cautions for the Acted. 

Age works great physical changes, many 
»f which are generally recognised. S )me 
of them involve dangerous liabilities, and 
impose the need of constant caution. 

One Is to guard against undue exertion. 
The toogb, elastic ooat of the arteries is apt 
to beoonce, on the one hand, ohalk like 
and brittle, or, on the other hand, fatty and 
weak. Nature seeks to guard against ths 
consequent darger by rsnderiog older per¬ 
sons less inclined to effort. But a little ex¬ 
tra exertion put forth suddenly, may oauee 
the weakened vessels to give way, from the 
inoreased foroe with which the heart throws 
the blbbd into thorn. Hence may result »p 
oplexy or fatal ani urlsm—the latter beiig 
a sadden bulging oat of arteries. 

So, too, tho neart itself (or its aorta—the 
great curved trunk whioh first receives the 
blood from the heait) may be In a similar 
condition, and suddenly iail because of un 
due exertion, when it might have been 
equal to the ordinary work of years. Such 
no doubt was the latt cate, whei an elderly 
gentleman hurried to reach a railroad train, 
and fell dead on entering U. Ihe aged 
should firmly refuse to hurry. 

A like caution applies to whatever quick¬ 
ens the action of the heart. Every one 
knows the power of violent emotions In this 
respect. No one wishes to fall dead in a fit 
of anger. Undue eating, especially of stim¬ 
ulating food, is almost as dangerous. All 
the appetites need to be kept under con- 
trol. 

A special caution is needed in descending 
the stairs. In our normal voluntary move¬ 
ments there are certain nice adjustments af¬ 
fected by unoonsoious mental acts. But 
age effects such a change in the brain sub- 
stanos that mental activity is lessened. An 
old man oan no more think as quickly as a 
young than he can run as fast, or jump as 
high. Hence the missteps of the aged in des¬ 
cending stairs. Aged persons, therefore, 
should form the habit of taking their bearing, 
so to speak, at the top of the stairs, and keep 
their mind on eaeh step down by a conscious 
voluntary effort. 

The aged should also most carefully guard 
against a chill. It is more dangerous for 
an old man to ostoh cold than for a young 
man to oatoh a fever. 


Pack the Lanes with Air. 

Deep breathing and holding of the breath 
Is an item of Importance. Persons of weak 
vitality find an uninterrupted succession of 
deep and rapid aspiration so distressing 
that they are discouraged from perserviDg in 
the exercise. Let snen persons take into the 
lungs as muoh air as they oan at a breath 
and hold it as long as they oan, and they 
will find a grateful sense of relief in the 
whole abdomnial region. Praotioe will in¬ 
crease ability to hold the breath and the 
capaoity of the lungs. After a time the art 
may be learned of paokiDg the lungs. This 
is done by taking and holding the long 
breath and then forcing more air down the 
treaoka? by swallows of air. The operation 
may be aesoiibed by that of a fishe s month 
In water. To these who have never learned 
It will be surprising to what extent the 
lungs may be packed. Caution at first is 
needful but after practice will warrant large 
use of the treatment. The whole thoracic 
and abdominal cavities will receive imme¬ 
diate benefit and continuance and temper¬ 
ance in eating, good air and right exercise, 
will bring welcome Improvement.

Distilled water ia not eaaential to good 
health. It ia “ flat, stale and unprofitable.” 
Unless well erated it ia unpalatable. The 
process of distilling separates the mineral 
matter, but not the volatile substance. The 
oon pounds of nitrogen and sulphur may re¬ 
appear in the distilled water, and the pe 
ouliar odor so repulsive to delloate tastes. 
If olean soil-water oannot be obtained, make 
a large, deep and olean oletern, and keep it 
olean. Take a sound oak or ash barrel, put 
a false bottom (perforated) 3 inches from the 
bottem of the barrel; place three inches of 
oltaa washed gravel on the top of the per¬ 
forated bottom ; on this twelve inches of 
granulated charcoal, made from hard maple; 
on this 4 inches of olean washed sand, anu 
then plaoe a perforated false top over the 
s%nd, so that w ate* poured into the barrel 
will not dislurb the filtering materials be¬ 
neath. Insert a wooden faucet in the aide of 
the barrel, close to the bottom, and you will 
have a filter which will make good rainwa¬ 
ter filtered through it as clean and palatable 
as can be desired. 

PatiDg Lemons. 

A good deal has been said through the 
papers about the healthfulness of lemons. 
The Utest advice is how to use them so 
that they will do the most good, as follows: 
Most people know the benefit of lemonade 
before breakfast, bnt few know that it is 
more than doubled by taking another at 
night also. The way to get the better of 
the bilious system without the blue pill or 
quinine is to take the juice of one, two, or 
three lemons, as appetite cra/es, in as much 
loe-water as makes it pleasant to drink with¬ 
out sugar, before geing to bed, In the 
morning, on rising, at least a half-hour be¬ 
fore breakfast, take the juioeof one lemon 
in a goblet of water. This will clear the 
system of humor and bile with efficiency, 
without the weakening effaots of calomel or 
congress water. People should not irritate 
the stomaoh by eating lemons clear. 

3ad Effect of Pickles* 

The influence of add in retarding or ar¬ 
resting salivary digestion U further cf im¬ 
portance in the dietectic use of pickles, vin 
egar, salads and aold fruits. In the cake 
of vinegar it was found that one part in 
5000 sensibly retarded this process, a pro¬ 
portion of one in 1,000 rendered very slow, 
and one in 500 arrested it completely ; so 
that when aoid salads are taken together 
with bread the effeot of the aoid is to pre¬ 
vent any salivary digestion of the bread, a 
matter of little moment to a person with a 
vigorous digestion, bat to a feeble dyspeptic 
one of some importance. There is a very 
widespread belief that drinking vinegar is 
an efficacious means of avoiding getting fat, 
and this popular belief would appear from 
these experimental observations to be well 
founded. If the vinegar be taken at the 
same time as farinaceous food it will greatly 
Interfere with its digestion and assimilation.

He parried it with 
his left arm, which was cat to the bone, 
and at the same instant drove his knife into 
the heart of Alfonto, who fell dead on the 
spot, At that moment a young son of Al¬ 
fonso, aged 19, came up with a bludgeon to 
his father’s assistance. Baldassare struck 
him to the ground, and then cut bis throat 
across, “ as he would have slaughtered a 
sheep.” Mad with rage, Baldassare then 
rushed Into the shop, and taking Giovann 
the brother of Alfonso, by surprise, killed 
him with a slash across the abdomen. Turn¬ 
ing then to leave the shop, he inflicted a 
serious wound on a person just entering. 
All this occurred within the space of four 
minutes, the result of the collision being 
three persons killed and two wounded. 6

A correspondent rho is with the ccmmii 
sion writes to tns London •• Pioneer * ao ao 
count of the cold veather whioh has teen 
experienced Thoe who have enjoyed the 
delights of oairpiageut In the long summer 
vacation will perbipa Skiver a little at this 
story of tent life in the valley of the Oxus : 

Oa the night of toe 23rd of December the 
thermometer went down to 2 deg. below 
zero. “ One's brea d froze into loe on one’s 
pillow, and many o: us found it difficult to 
sleep despite all th« olothes we oould pile 
on. I my elf was Jiwoke toward morning 
by a loud report, which I found was caused 
by the bursting of a bottle of what had been 
drinking water, bat whioh had tamed into 
a blook of ioe and burst under my bed, and 
once awake the oold was too Intense to get 
to sleep again. At nine in the morning the 
thermometer was still only at 6 d«g., and 
it oontinued to freezi all the day tnrough, 
despite the sun. In the afternoon I was out 
shooting with the »un full on my face, yet 
my breath froze on niy moustache the whole 
time. The poor cook, I think, had the 
hardest time of it. His eggs, he says, are 
all frozen hard, and he can make nothing of 
them ; and further, as fast as he roasts his 
joint on one side it freezes, he says, on the 
other. I confess, though, that I did net 
witness the latter. Writing with ink, of 
oourse, is an otter impotsibility—every ink 
pot in camp contain* simply a solid blook 
of ice, and it is no uae in thawing it, as it 
freezes on the paper before it has time te 
dry. I am writing this, therefore, in pen¬ 
cil. It is wonderful how well the men and 
followers are standing the cold, but a liber¬ 
al issue of meat and tea and sugar seems to 
make them all proof against any thing. I 
must say, though, that they are precious 
quiet in the mornings, and loath indeed te 
get up ; their ablutions, too, I dare say, are 
few and far between, but really I oannot 
blame them. When it comes to our having 
to thaw our tooth brush every time we have 
to use it, and when everything around is 
frozen hard, little wonder that the poor 
Hindu is chary of touching water. The 
bheesties, I think, I pty most. They can 
fill their mussuoks certainly at the cunning 
canal, although even that is frozen over, 
but by the time they get back into camp the 
water they are carryiig is frozen, and ab¬ 
solutely refuses to run out of the mussuck 
again.

A email pieoe of resin dipped in water 
whioh ia placed in a vessel on a *tove will 
add a peculiar property to the room, which 
will give great relief to person* troubled 
with a oough. The heat of the water is 
su&cient to throw off the aroma of the 
resin, and gives the same relief that is af¬ 
forded by a combustion of resin. It is pre¬ 
ferable to combustion, because the evapor¬ 
ation is more durable. The same rtsin 
may be used for weeks. 

If you wish to dean your spice mill, 
grind a handful of raw rice in it. The par. 
tides of spice and pepper, or of ooffee, will 
net adhere to it after the rioe has passed 
through it 

Haifa teaspoonful of common salt dis¬ 
solved in a little cold water and drank will 
instantly relieve “ heartburn," or dyspep¬ 
sia. Dr. Vigorous recommends a glass of 
hot lemonade every hour or half-hour as 
an easy, agreeable, and efficient treatment 
for diarrhea. Never wash the feet in 
warm water except just before retiring 
cold water with a little ammon or salt 
dropped In is much pleasant© and more 
healthful. Coarse brown pap r soaked n 
vinegar and placed on the forehead is good 
for a sick headache. If the eyelids are 
gently bathed in cool water the pain in the 
head Is generally allayed. 

Although It is a good plan sugar In can¬ 
ned fruit at time of sealing It is not oeoes- 
ary to keep it from spoiling. The essential 
thing is to exclude the air. Where this is 
not done the fruit will turn sour and 
the additional* sugar will only make the 
vinous fermentation more aotive and thor¬ 
ough. The cans should be examined fre¬ 
quently, but without being much handled 
Any that show loose covers or any mold 
on the top should be used before spoiling 
farther. 

Choice Recipes* 

Roasted Pork. —Separate each loin of 
the joint and make an incision into thick 
part of the meat in whioh to place the 
stuffing, made as follows : Mix one cup of 
bread-crumbs with one chopped onion, 
pepper, salt, sage, or summer savory, and 
one-fourth of a cup of hot water. Press in¬ 
to the meat, sew the edges together to 
keep it in place, and bake it In a quick 
oven. 

A Farm Dinner in February —Boiled 
ham, boiled potatoes, hot corn bread, 
pickles, celery, buttermilk or cold water ; 
no butter, no desert. Rula for corn bread : 
One quart of buttermilk, three n 

thoroughly, three spoonfuls of m se d 
shortening, a good pinch of salt, soda to 
nentralizo the acid of the outtermilk (the 
quantity must be learned by experience), 
one cupful of flour, and cornmeal enougn 
to make a rather stiff batter. Now I can 
not say two or three cupfuls, for I do not 
know the size of the cups or the kind of 
meal you will use. By making oern bread 
of one kind several times in succession one 
learns how to proportion everything, 
Jttake In a quick oven. 

An excellent dish for breakfast or supper 
i8 made by shaving cold Bteak, or uncooked 
Is just as good. Make a gravy by dusting 
into the hot spider a tablespoonful of flour 
and one of butter ; when this browns, pour 
about a cupful of water frem the teakettle, 
stirring briskly the while ; this is now ready 
for the shaved beef, which will only re¬ 
quire to be heated through, as boiling will

A Story or Bow It Broke Ferryman Itsg- 
grC§ BnsineHH. 

Many years ago down in Idaho, during a 
gold excitement, a good many men went 
into the country to make money outside the 
gold hunting industry. Their idea was to 
make the old fellows delve for the gold 
while they appropriated it afterward. Rollln 
Daggett, afterwards Nevada’s congressman, 
says the Carson <Nev) Appeal, established a 
ferryboat on a small oreek and named the 
place “Death’s Ford,” at the same time in¬ 
venting a musty legend to the effect that it 
was thus named beoause so many lives had 
been lost in the attempt to cross it. Tne 
stream was not over a dozen yards wide and 
the water nowhere over two feet deep, but 
he rigged up a flatbeat and pulled it back 
and forth by a rope oontrivanoe. Whenever 
prospectors crossed he regaled them with 
horrible tales of the treachery of the stream, 
ana the remorseless quicksands which had 
drawn so many men and mules to terrible 
deaths. 

In the night when he ferried people ever 
he would caution tnem not to get too near 
the edge of the boat, as a fall overboard was 
oertain death. By letting the dim old lan 
tern go out and making slow time he fre¬ 
quently impressed the passengers with the 
idea that the stream was half a mile wide; 
For night trips he charged $5, but if the 
wind was high and the weather bad he 
struck sanguine prospectors for much larger 
sums. In the daytime $1 was his modest 
charge. 

He went along In this way for several 
months, the men who rnsbed to the hills 
looking upon him as the benefactor to his 
race by this conquering of so formidable an 
obstacle to.travel as “ Death’s Ford.” One 
day Charlie Stoddard, the promoter, ap¬ 
peared on the bank with a mule and board¬ 
ed the fUtboat to cross. In the midst of 
the stream, just when the ferryman was 
telling how dangerous the place was, the 
mule grew restless and fell overboard.

On Thursday 
evening James McDonald, who was more 
thinly olad than the rest and had been grad¬ 
ually crowing weaker and weaker irom 
hunger and exposure, felt that he was y 
ing, and looking at the three of us from the 
stern where he was lying, said in a voice J, 
shall never forget, 1 Good by 1 good by, 
mates 1 I am dying.” These were his last 
words. We kept his body, thinking the rest 
of us might yet be rescued. We kept on in 
the dii ection we thought the land lay, though 
every stroke was weaker than the last, and 
none knew at what moment one of us would 
give up in despair. On Friday, after James 
MoDonald died, Angus MoDonald said he 
was starving and thirsty, and that as he 
must have something to eat and drink he
